Albany. N. T.. Jan. 2.—John Alden 


Dix, democrat, was formally inaugu- 
rated governor of the state at noon to- 
day.. 
He succeeds Governor Horace 


w'hite. who became chief executive last 
October when 
Governor 
Charles E. 


Hughes resigned to become an associ- 
ate justice of the XTnlted States su- 
preme court. 


Surrounded by a brilliant gathering 


in the great assembly chamber, which 
had been appropriately decorated for 
the occasion. Governor White relin- 
quished the office of chief magistrate 
to Governor Dix, the first democratic 
governor to assume the office in eigh- 
teen years. The governor then deliv- 
ered his Inaugural address. afte» the 
oath of office had been publicly admin- 
istered by Edward Lazansky. secretary 
of state. Governor Dlx was sworn In 
privately at his home on Sunday. 


Governor's AddreM- 


Governor Dlx said In part: 
The end of all government should be 
the preservation of true liberty—that 
libertv which guarantees to every man 
the fullest measure of Individual right 
consistent with a proper maintenance ot 
the rights of all others and at the Fame 
time preserve* and maintains the col- 
lective rights nf *» thn members of the 
state. 
Under our constitution such liberty we 
possess in.

Crucial Test for Law. 


The Standard Oil and the Tobacco 


cases put the Sherman anti-trust law 
to the most crucial test to which it 
has been subjected during the twenty- 
years of its existence. The corporation 
tax cases place on trial the power of, 
the federal government over corpora- 
tions, pie contention has been made 
that if the Standard Oil and the To- 
bacco organizations are dissolved the 
government will be forced to license 
corporations in order to allow legiti- 
mate business to be carried on. The 
corporation tax decision may 
define 


the power of the federal government 
over corporations so as to guide this 
proposed subsequent legislation. Inci- 
dentally, about $25,000,000 annually In 
taxes depend upon the decision. 


Although the Tobacco case is to.be 


argued first, the Standard Oil suit has 
attracted 
more attention. 
Attorney 


General Wickersham has referred to 
the Standard Oil case as probably the 
most important that ever came before 
the court. 


Standard Oil Suit Old. 


The Standard Oil sjit was instituted 


In 1906 in the circuit oourt of the "Uni- 
ted States for the eastern division of 
the eastern Judicial district of Mis- 
souri. 
The federal government was 


the complaining- 
party. 
It 
claimed 


that the Standard Oil Company 
of 


New Jersey, as a holding company, 
acquired since 189S and held by direct 
stock ownership 65 companies. These 
W, it was alleged, owned the stock of 
43 other companies, making a total of 
114 companies. The government asked 
that this organization be dissolved un- 
der the Sherman anti-trust law. 


A year was taken by the four Judges 


In the circuit corirt to pass on the 
case. By imanimous agreement, a de- 
cree was entered by the court dissolv- 
ing tho organization, both because It 
•was In "restraint of Interstate com- 
merce" and because It was "attempting 
to monopolize." Before the decree be- 
came effective an appeal carried the 
case to the supreme court. 


The Tobacco Case. 


The Tobacco cage was instituted In 


1307 
In tho circuit court of the United 


States for the southern district of New 
York. The government here, too, was 
tho complaining party. 
Allies In the 


various branches of the tobacco busi- 
ness, with combined - assets of more 
than $400.000.000. constituted tho or- 
ganization 
which 
tho government 


sought to have the court dissolve. 


The four Judges each rendered sep- 


arate opinions in the Tobacco case, 
but three of them united In a decree; 
holding many of the corporations had 
entered Into n combination "In restraint 
of trade" In violation of the first sec- 
tion of the Sherman anti-trust 
act. 


These three decreed the dissolution of 
this combination. Other corporations, 
including the 
United 
Cigar Stores 


company, the Imperial Tobacco com- 
pany and the. British-American To- 
bacco company, were found not to be 
In the combination. None were held 
to be "monopolizing" in violation of the 
second section of the Sherman anti- 
trust law. 
Facts and the taw Involved. 


The application ot the Sherman anti- 


trust law to these two organizations 
involves not only an Investigation Into 
the facts, but Includes an interpreta- 
tion' of the law Itself. The principal 
uncertainties in regard to tho law 
cluster 
around three words In 
the 


statute. 
These words form the basis 


of three 
questions, 
what 
Is "com- 


merce?" what Is "restraint ot trade or 
commerce?" and what is It to "mo- 
nopolize?" 


Around "what Is coromcrce?" the 


principal fight in the tobacco case 
probably Is to be found.

The bul- 
wark behind which the tobacco or- 
ganization rna.kinR its fight alons this 
line is tho famous Knight decision, 
made even more famous by the refer- 
ence to It by former President Roose- 
velt last fall in criticising the decisions 
of the supreme court. 
Depends on What "Commerce" Means. 


In that case the court declined to 


suppress 
an 
alleged 
monopoly 
In 


manufacture of sugar, on the. ground 


and material. " One Judge In passing on 
the tobacco ca»e In the circuit court 
held that the law referred to every 
restraint without regard to directness 
or materiality. It la said that this doc- 
trine would stifle legitimate business. 
Tho defendant organizations do not 
press this argument »o much, because 
they claim In their cases that no di- 
rect and material restraint ot com- 
merce exists. This claim Is based up- 
on the argument that they are en- , 
gaged principally, not In Inter-state 
commerce as were the railroads In the 
Northern Socurttle* case, but In the 
manufacture of goods, which may go 
Into inter-state commerce later. 


The third -division of the contest Is 


over the interpretation of the word 
"monopolies." 
The Standard Oil Is 


particularly concerned with this phase 
of the controversy, because- the lower 
court found that it -was attempting . to 
monopolize. 
Attorneys for the com- 


pany advance tho argument that un- 
der the law It could legally acquire 
the trade of the world In an article 
provided It did nothing to prevent oth- 
ers from competing with It.. 
Have Not Closed Field to Competitor*. 


They declare the Standard Ollhaa 


done nothing to prevent others from 
competing. Success has come to it, so 
they claim, because of "untiring en- 
ergy, infinite skill, abundant capital 
and steady reinvestment of early pro- 
fits." 
The government has piled up 


volume upon volume to support Its 
contention that success was achieved 
by unfair competition. 


The corporation tax cases, eighteen 


in all, involve .entirely different argu- 
ments. Tho corporation tax provisions 
of the Payne- Aldrich tariff act provide 
for "fl- special excise tax with respect 
to the carrying on or doing business" 
by corporations, "equivalent to one 
per centum upon the entire net in- 
come over and above $5,000." 


Each of the cases was originated in 


various circuit courts by persons finan- 
cially interested In the tax not being 
paid. These persons asked the courts 
to enjoin the payment or the tax by 
respective 
corporation's because the 


tax was unconstitutional. The valid- 
ity of the tax was upheld in each case, 


The law Is opposed principally on 


the grounds that It attacks the sov-

Again the dispute as to what Is In- 


cluded In the word "commerce," as 
referred to in the Sherman anti-trust 
law. 
arises in connection with the 


eharacier of a holding company. Both 
the Standard Oil and the Tobacco or- 
ganizations contend 
that, the power 


granted by the constitution to regu- 
late inter-state commVreo. is not so ex- 
tensive as to include regulation of the 
acquisition and ownership of a holding 
company of stock In other corpora- 
tions. 
The government argues that 


whenever a. holding company neces- 
sarily stifles or directly and substan- j 
tlally 
restricts 
free 
competition 
in 


commerce, the United States has pow- 
er to protect, such commerce. 


In the contest regarding the answer 


to the question of "What is 'restraint' 
of trade or commerce?" ihe first dis- 
pute is over the interpretation of "re- 
straint of trade" as equivalent to "the 
absence 
of 
free 
competition." 
The 


government advances the theory that 
reduction of competition means a re- 
straint 
on 
trade 
and 
consequently 


higher prices. 
The corporations urge 


that a combination of producers may 
mean a reduction of expenses and con- 
sequently lower prices. 


What One Judge Held. 


The government 
further contends 


that the Sherman anti-trust law refers 
only to such restraints as are direct 


erelgnty of the states by taxing state 
franchises: that It invades the right to 
due process of law by levying a tax on 
classes fixed arbitrarily; and that It 
Is a direct tax not apportioned among 
the states, as required by the consti- 
tution.

measurements of bust, waist and hips, 
those inclined to be fleshy must take 
every precaution to keep the lines of 
their llgures neat and trim, and for 
this purpose the fitted and boned cor- 
set cover or brassier is excellent, ajid 
no woman should consider selecting a 
waist or blouse without first having 
made a garment such as pictured. 


Those who wish a pattern like the 


one pictured can get it in nine sizes 
that will lit any woman whose bust 
measure is between thirty-two and 
forty-eight inches. 


For the construction of this brassier 


heavy weaves of cotton goods, such as 
drilling or sheeting, should be used. 
These come in various widths, but of 
goods thirty-six 
Inches wide three- 


ciuarters of a yard will be needed -.o 
make a brassier 
for 
the 
average 


woman.. 


To be practical all elaboration in 


tho way of insertions must be omit- 
ted, 
and the neck and armholes fin- 


ished either with a plain hem, a bind- 
ing, 
or si narrow 
edging 
of thread 


lace. 


To make this garment in tho quick- 


est and easiest way all the seams 
except those of the darts should oe 
Mulshed with flat fells, neatly stitch- 
ed by machine. The darts should bo 
made with French fells, the fells be- 
ing sufficiently deep to allow for the 
Insertion of whalebones. These shape 
the brassier and Improve the lines. 


The binding at the waist line, for 


which purpose linen tape is used, pre- 
i-ents the bones slipping from th«lr 
casings. 
Long ties of the tape are 


left at each side of the back, and the 
ends are brought around to the front 
and fastened. 


After the neck and armholes are 


finished 'the brassier should be slip- 
ped on. crossed at the back and tisd 
In place. 


At the point of the "V" In the back 


a flat pearl button should be sewed to 
one edge and a loop of tape to the 
other side. 


This makes an effective fastening 


that keeps the back in proper posi- 
tion. .
